to Dallas and Wichita 


In Town’s Interest 


At 
a 
meeting 
held 
W ednesday 
morning in the office of the J. B. 
Green & Company, it was decided to 
send a delegation to Dallas to confer 
with Dailas-Wichita interurban pro­ 
moters and see what are the chances 
for Decatur to secure the road. 
Sev­ 
eral months ago a surveying party 
for the proposed road made a pre­ 
liminary survey through D ecatur and 
Wise county, and at that time ex­ 
pressions from the chief surveyor led 
D ecatur people to believe th at this 
route would be recommended, 
but 
since that survey was made it seems 
there has 
been 
some work 
done 
against the line coming this way, 
and it is feared that if som ething is 
not done by Decatur and Wise county 
citizens the interurban will go east 
of Decatur, where a prelim inary su r­ 
vey has also been made. 
The $1,500,000 fund to be raised 
by W ichita Falls and Dallas was ov­ 
ersubscribed at a meeting of the cit­ 
izens of the two cities last Monday, 
and now it is an assured fact that 
the road will be constructed. 
Ac­ 
tual work on the line will be started 
at an early date, and it is now up to 
the business interest of D ecatur to 
get busy and secure this line. 
A del­ 
egation headed by Hon. Tom J. Mc­ 
Murray, Guinn Williams, S. A. Dil­ 
lard and W. L. Rush, has been ap­ 
pointed by the Young Men’s Business 
League to go to Dallas and confer 
with Mr. Wiley Blair and Col. Henry 
D. Lindsley. The delegation will also 
visit Wichita Falls and put D ecatur’s 
claim up to Messrs. Kemp and Kell, 
the builders of that thriving city. 
Interurban Will Operate in 1922 
The following is copied from the 
Dallas News of Wednesday 
morn* 
ing’s edition: 
An interurban line between Dallas 
and W ichita Falls should be in oper­ 
ation within eighteen months after 
actual construction work is started, 
according to J. F. Strickland, presi­ 
dent of the Texas Electric Railway. 
Mr. Strickland bases this opinion on 
his experience in interurban building. 
Present plans are to start work in 
the fall, and, if the biulding of the 
line 
progresses 
satisfactorily, 
the 
road will be in operation by the sum ­ 
mer of 1922. 
The interurban fund was carried 
well above the $1,000,000 mark yes- 
j terday by additional subscriptions re­ 
ported to J. B. Walker, secretary of 
1 the general committee. 
Total sub­ 
scriptions reported amounted to $12,- 
! 450, which brings the fund to $1,- 
016,537.

“Additional subscriptions to 
the fund should be reported as they 
are made,’’ Mr. Walker said.

Three Possible Routes 
Three 
possible 
routes, 
two 
of 
which have been surveyed, will be 
considered by the interurban build­ 
ers. 
Selection of the route will be 
the next step after the $4,500,000 
first mortgage bonds are sold by Geo. 
T. Bishop of Cleveland, Ohio. 
Mr. 
Bishop has until July 15 to handle 
this end of the project. 
Of the two surveyed routes, one 
is from Dallas to Grapevine on the 
St. Louis Southwestern, then to De­ 
catur on the Fort W orth & Denver 
City and along this road to W ichita 
Falls, through Bowie and Henrietta. 
The other surveyed route is on the 
Santa Fe, and then across to Bowie 
and W ichita Falls. 
The unsurveyed route is via Den­ 
ton to either Krum or Sanger and 
thence to Montague, the county seat 
of Montague county. 
Montague has 
no railroad connection and is located 
about 
thirty 
miles 
northw est 
of 
Bowie. 
The line then would go from 
Montague to Wichita Falls. 
This 
route is through a territory, a large 
part of which now is without railroad 
facilities and would bring the inter­ 
urban near to Gainesville, to which 
pont it is expected to build an inter­ 
urban ultimately, which will join up 
with the W ichita Falls-Dallas line.

Many Ills Pointed Out But 


No Remedy Offered-No 
Platform Given Out 


Hon. P. M. Neff of Waco spoke to a 
crowd which comfortably filled the 
district court room here last Friday 
night. 
Judge John Gose presided 
and introduced Judge C. V. Terrell, 
who m ade a few rem arks introducing 
Mr. Neff. 
Mr. Terrell told of his 
friendship and support of Mr. Bailey, 
and then took a few shots at the ex­ 
senator's war record. 
He then told 
of being personally acquainted with 
the other three candidates for gov­ 
ernor, saying any one of them would 
make a good governor. 
Mr. Neff opened up with a general 
survey of the m agnitude of Texas, 
its size and power, recounting the 
many 
industrial 
activities 
of 
the 
state. 
He said .that such a great 
state needed an holiest and capable 
man for governor, and in this respect 
the speaker said he thought more at­ 
tention should be paid to the man 
than to the platform upon which tho 
man stood; 
that a man was needed 
who could cope with any conditions 
which might arise aside from the 
principles promulgated in his plat­ 
form. 
However, the speaker launch­ 
ed into the discussion of several 
propositions and reforms which he 
believed needed immediate attention 
for the benefit of the people. 
He 
stated he was for education, and 
when m ade governor would encour­ 
age and aid all m anner of education 
in the state from the kindergarten 
to the state university; 
that means 
should be provided by which the 
th o u san d s-af school-less children of 
the state could be furnishd school­ 
ing. 
W hile offering no specific plans 
for school-improvement, he said any 
plans for bettering educational con­ 
ditions in the state would receive 
his aid. 
The speaker told of the de­ 
plorable m arketing conditions in the 
state and strongly advocated some 
plan to better conditions and Jiring- 
the producer and consumer closer to­ 
gether and elim inating the middle 
man. 
He dwelt at length on the 
large amount of tillable land in the 
state owned by outside capital which 
is unimproved and uncultivated, and 
plead for some plan by which this 
land could be thrown on the open 
market and properly developed into 
homes for the thousands of people in 
Texas who do not own homes. 
Mr. 
Neff advocated the doing away with 
many useless office-holders 
in the 
state, and said the expenses of the 
state could thus be m aterially re­ 
duced. 
In closing, Mr. Neff plead for the 
conservation of 
the childhood 
of 
Texas, urging better laws safe-guard­ 
ing the health of the people. 
At the close of the speech, club 
lists were presented the audience for 
the signature of the supporters of 
Mr. Neff. 
About fifty names were se­ 
cured during the evening.

REPEAL THE POLL TAX LAW. 


Mr. Thomason said in his speech 
at San Antonio that he favored the 
repeal of the poll tax law. 
So 
do 
most of the people of 
Texas, 
we 
imagine, and if that is true it should 
be rather an easy task for any gov­ 
ernor to bring about its repeal. That 
it has so long survived the sentim ent 
which caused its enactment evidenc­ 
es the inertia of lawmakers rather 
than popular esteem for 
the 
law. 
There is a good deal to 
be 
said 
said against the poll tax law and only 
a little in favor of it. 
Its chief ser­ 
vice1, and perhaps its only one, is in 
supplying some revenue, 
most 
of 
which goes to the schools. 
It 
is 
tolerated largely, if not chiefly, be­ 
cause of its contribution to 
educa­ 
tional funds. 
Doubtless it is to be 
credited with keeping away from the 
polls some who are ill-fitted to use 
the ballot wisely, but also it keeps 
away from them even a larger nu m ­ 
ber who are quite competent citizens 
in both the intellectual 
arui 
moral 
senses, so that, on this score, 
the 
debit exceeds the credit. 
As a meas­ 
ure of political protection it is pro­ 
bably quite worthless. 
If the repeal 
of it would result in increasing the 
num ber of ignorant and vicious votes 
it would result in more largely in­ 
creasing the number of enlightened 
and virtuous ones, so that political 
safety lies in repealing rather than 
in retaining the law. 
But the decisive argument is in the 
fact the poll tax law is a violation 
of one of the cardinal tenets of the 
political creed we profess. 
Against 
the charge that we impose a proper­ 
ty qualification on the privilege of 
voting by requiring the payment of 
a poll tax, a very pretty argument 
may be made. 
But we doubt if it 
convinces any one. 
On many it op­ 
erates as a limitation of the opportu­ 
nity of the poor, and so has the ef­ 
fect that would follow the imposition 
of a property 
qualification. 
That 
the number thus affected is 'smaller 
than would he 
the 
number 
who 
would he affected by the imposition 
of a property qualification is merely 
a mitigating circumstance, hut 
one 
which emphasizes the larger fact that 
when we require the payment of 
a 
poll tax as a prerequisite for voting 
we merely 
evade 
the 
inhibition 
against the imposition of a property 
qualification. 
It is because the poll 
tax law is thus an act of intellectual 
dishonesty that it ought to he repeal­ 
ed.

Thomason Favors a 
Free Legal Ballot 


In a speech at Lockhart Tuesday 
night to a large crowd, R. E. Thoma­ 
son, speaker of the house of repre­ 
sentatives and candidate for govern­ 
or, dwelt for som e time upon the sub­ 
ject of payment of a poll tax as a 
prerequisite to voting. 
He ampli­ 
fied his statem ent made at San An­ 
tonio last week regarding the subject 
and said: 
“Some interest has been shown in 
a brief reference that I made a few 
days ago concerning payment of a 
poll tax as a prerequisite to voting. 
I have been making the fight for sev­ 
eral years to amend our constitution 
so that none but full-fledged Ameri­ 
can citizens can vote in any of our 
elections. 
I am the author of the 
literacy bill now upon the statute 
books, which requires every man to 
make out his own ticket in our pri­ 
mary election, and last year I helped 
aniend the law so that now no man 
who is not an American citizen can 
vote in our prim ary elections. 
I ani 
going to do everything in my power, 
however, to am end the constitution 
so that none but American citizens 
can vote in our general ('lections. 
For Clean Elections 
“When that tim e comes I believe 
the people can with safety fu rth er 
have a complete registration system 
for voting w ithout having to pay for 
tile privilege of doing so. 
No Am er­ 
ican citizen should be required to pay 
for the privilege of voting in a f£oe 
country. 
In fact, he ought to be en ­ 
couraged to tak'e an interest in oui 
government. 
I would require every 
voter to register and only be per­ 
mitted to vote upon a receipt similar 
to our present poll tax receipt, but I 
would put all possible restrictions 
about the ballot, because I have been 
fighting for clean elections for years. 
I would even favor a literacy test and 
require a man to make out his appli­ 
cation for registration receipt in the 
English 
language. 
Of 
course, 
I 
would expect the same kind of rec­ 
ord kept on voters as is now done, 
as well as affidavit made as to the 
statements upon which receipt, is pro­ 
cured. 
Favors Registration Law 
When we elim inate the foreigners 
and permit none but American cit­ 
izens to vote, then we can with safe­ 
ty pass a registration law that safe­ 
guards the ballot as much as is now 
done. 
Some of our people, old and 
young, do not pay any poll tax at all; 
others pay $1.75, and still others, in 
cities that have levied a city poll tax, 
have to pay a total tax of $2.75. 
All 
voters, provided, of course, they are 
American citizens, should be placed 
upon an equality. It would, of course, 


I require a constitutional amendment, 
voted upon by the people, to make 
any change in 
our present laws. 
Neither the governor nor legislature 
can change the present law. 
I ani 
unqualifiedly for clean elections, with 
every possible restriction, and abovv 
all, I do not w ant any person to vote 
who is not a citizen of this country. 
I have always believed, however, as 
a m atter of principle, that an Amer­ 
ican citizen should not be required 
to pay for the privilege of exercising 
a voice in this government. 
I am al­ 
ways willing to voice my conviction 
on public questions. 
This is a m at­ 
ter, however, for the people to de­ 
cide, and not any governor.”
